(/ When I wrote last month's newsletter I was getting ready to go to Virginia Beach to attend the 
^ Annerican Bus Association (ABA) Conference and I stated I would update you upon nny re- 
turn. I can now tell you it was a great experience. I have been to nnany conferences over the 
past few years but this by far was the nnost organized and professionally run. N ot to nnention 
it was huge! 

The ABA M arketplace is the prennier business event for the group travel industry. The appointnnents are the core of the 
show; which allow buyers and sellers to nneet face-to-face in prescheduled seven-nninute appointnnents. I n addition to the 
quality appointments, Marketplace offers professional education seminars and numerous networking opportunities. The 
final statistics showed that 3302 delegates attended ABA this year; the largest number to date. Of that number, 713 D esti- 
nation Marketing Organizations (such as Chamber and Convention and Visitor Bureaus (CVB's), 657 lodging businesses 
and 864 attractions were on hand to market themselves to 717 buyers. Buyers were comprised of tour operators and busi- 
nesses associated with bus travel. 

ABA is about building relationships and earning the trust and respect of the tour operators. As a first-timer, I did not an- 
ticipate getting any tours to stop through Belle Fourche this year. After all, most of the 2008 tour agendas have already 
been planned and are being marketed and sold. With that in mind, I was pleasantly surprised to receive a phone call the 
other day from a tour operator that I met while at ABA. Hewantsto include Belle Fourche on his tour agenda this Sep- 
tember. The bus group will only come in for a couple of hours but it is a start and a great way to further kindle the rela- 
tionship for something more complex in the future. 

More partnerships were also built with fellow tourism professionals from SD. Noreen from Black Hills Badlands and 
Lakes and Vicki from SD Tourism, Philys from Deadwood and Jo from Spearfish were promoting Belle Fourche right 
along with me. I n return I was promoting them. It was very much a group effort to get bus tours to SD . 

In a nutshell, it is all about networking. When a person is willing to help someone else they too are rewarded. It takes time 
and energy to build quality business relationships, but in the end cooperation is the essence of progress. It does not hap- 
pen overnight. Asa business person I hope you are taking the time to nurture business relationships and cross promote 
within Belle Fourche. 

These other partnerships within the state have already reaped rewards. In April, Belle Fourche will host a portion of the 
Rocky Mountain International tour operator's familiarization tour. Operators from Europe and the UK will be in Belle 
Fourche taking in the sights of the area. If we do well, they may decide to promote us and we can get international travel- 
ers to our area. In May we will be hosting the Society of Travel Writers. This group of writers will also be on a tour of the 
area and with any luck will like what they see and love the hospitality they receive. Continuing to build relationships will be 
the key to foster the tourism industry in Belle Fourche.
